I  beg  to  submit  an  annual  report  for  the 
year  19435.  As  you  are  aware  I  was  away  in  the  Army 
during  the  whole  of  tliis  time  and  am  therefore  only 
afc  e  to  supply  a  statistical  sum -ary  of  the  .sanit;iry 
circumstances  of  your  district. 

Apart  from  scarlet  fever  and  measles,  the 
district  was  very  free  from  infectious  diseases. 
Fourteen  ne.v  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  somewhrt  above 
the  average.
